Factories in this city, Jeffersonville, 
and New Albany are and thous- 
ands of people are of work; stocks 
merohandise in the business houses 
along the river front are ruined. 

Much tumber has been washed away, 
and many small houses and thelf con- 
tents have toppled over into the water. 

Street cars in several parts of the 
city are entirely stopped, while trains 
on nearly all the railroads dre arriv- 
ing from three to ten hours late. 

Late this afternoon the back water 
from Grass Cree forced its way 
out of its banks at way, and 
soon was spreading over the Louis- 
ville and Nashville tracks. This dis- 
trict is within a few blocks of a fash- 
jonable residence section, and it is 
many years since that part of the city 
was overflowed. The tracks of the - 
linois Central, the Baltimore and Ohio, 
the Southwestern and Southern Rau- 
ways are still two feet under water. 

All night at the “cut-off,” where the 
greatest danger was supposed to cen- 
ter, men were on duty to watch for a 
break, The levee withstood the pres- 
sure, but at daylight the rapidly in- 
creasing flood drove the watchers from 
their position and the water began to 
pour over the embankment into the 


Between 1200 and 1400 houses occupy 
that portion of Louisville. For the most 
part, they are the abodes‘ of rjver men 
and people inured to all sorts of hard- 
ships.

Hence a propaganda 
among them would be a failure from 
the start. A large majority of the peo- 
ple of this country, however, believe 
in the dectrine of protection, and on 
them we must depend for the defense, 
safeguarding and future life of this 
great principle. 

In order to make this fight with 
safety, these people must be taught, 


Their faith should de strengthened 
with sound, carefully prepared litera- 
ture. They should be supplied with 
facts, figures and arguments bearing 
directly upon this subject so they may 
discuss intelligently the principles un- 
Gerlying this great doctrine. Uniess 
something is done immedlateliy in this 
direction the results of the coming 
campaign will be filled with disastrous 
surprises.
